NEW ORLEANS. La., January 8.— Horses with 1 
a penchant for a soft track will again be in their j 
clement hero tomorrow, as it rained last night and ^ 
earl.v this morning, so the Fair Grounds course is 
deep in mud. The sun came out this afternoon for 
the first time since last Thursday, but its rays 
were feeble and they had little effect upon the 
wet track. When the track does dry out it is ex- 
pected to be faster than ever as the hard rains t 
will pack the new soil more firmly and it has i 
shown signs of needing this treatment. 

Training operations continued later than is cus- 
tomary today, because of a heavy fog which en- 
veloped the locality until after 8 o’clock in the 
morning. When it lifted there was a rush oil the 
part of the owners and trainers to get their charges 
into action and it was nearly noon before the track 
was cleared. 

The first full week of racing at the Fair Grounds 
has been all that could be desired from every stand- 
IKiint. Secretary Joe McLennan succeeded in get- 
ting the better grade of horses into action frequent- 
ly. The appreciation of his efforts was reflected in < 
the large crowds on hand each day. 

An example of bis work is shown in tomorrow’s ■ 
program, which will do credit to any race track. t 
It is by far the best Monday offering, exclusive of | 
1 lie holidays, since the sport was resumed here and 
this despite the fact that the entries for it were 
made when the course was only muddy. There was | 
rejoicing among the members of the racing fre- ’ 
ternity when they learned that all legal obstacles 1 
had been removed from the way of the Fair Grounds ■ 
meeting and it is sure to gain further popularity 1 
troin now on. Persons prominent in all walks of ] 
life, who make their homes here, freely expressed • 
themselves as being of the opinion that district 1 
attorney Robert H. Marr was a bit overzealous 
in forcing the odds quoters to submit to technical ; 
arrest and execute a bond every day. The action 
>•1' the states attorney general in halting this pro- 
cedure did not c< me as a surprise to them. 

Now that the oralizers will not be harassed any 
more it is expected that their ranks will show 
an increase. Some few have been idle while 
the district attorney was having hi* Inning. They 
will lose no time in joining the active brigade now 
Fred (Wliitey) Beck is due in this section from 
New York, where he has been resting since the 
Metropolitan season closed. 

Clean sport has been the rule since the Fair 
Grounds meeting got under way. The best evi- 
dence of this is that not a rider has been dis- 
ciplined by either the stewards or the starter. All 
of the jockeys were given ample warning on the 
first day and they are paying heed to it. The rough 
riding which was so prevalent last year is conspicu- 
ous by its absence and the stewards are determined 
to keep it that way. 

FORM FAIRLY WELL OBSERVED. 

Thus far the followers of form have had abund- 
ant success in picking winners, as twenty favorites 
won in forty-two races. Odils-on choices did not 
fare as well as expected, as four were returned 
winners, while the same number met defeat. in 
six days the Fair Grounds management has dis- 
tributed $46,500 in purse money, a daily average of 
87,750. This is quite a healthy figure for a winter 
race track and readies the sum set by some of the 
more pretentious associations in the North and East. 
Eighty-nine owners have shared in this money and 
it lias been more widely scattered than ever before 
for such a short period of time. Due to Tom Hare 
Jr.’s victory in the Classic Handicap yesterday C. 
XV. Clark heads the list of money winning owners 
with $2,750 to his credit. Mrs. .T. Phillips took 
down $2,075 when Guy scored in the New Y'car's 
Handicap and she is next in order. 

Jockey C. Lang is making a runaway race of 
it for riding honors. He won eleven races in six 
days and has a lead of eight on his nearest rival. 

It has been a long time since a jockey rode eleven 
winners over a New Orleans race track in such a 
short time. The riding colony shapes up better at 
I lit* Fair Grounds than was the ease at the Jef- 
ferson Park, much to the gratification of the horse- 
men and public as well. Fifty jockeys have ac- 
cepted mounts to date and nineteen have won one 
or more races. 

Entries in the Eclipse Highweight Handicap at 
three-quarter* for three years olds, which lias an 
added value of $2,500 and will feature next Satur- 
day’s program, close today. Weights will be bui- 
ld ined Thursday morning. 

Seven races for two-year-olds, all at three-eighths 
of a mile, are provided fur in t lie condition books 
embracing t lie period between tomorrow and January 
19. The first claiming races for juveniles will 
take place Wednesday. With the possible excep- 
tion of Kitty Williams, which won her race in 
such a hollow fashion as to indicate that she 
might be above the average, nothing startling in the 
way of a two-year-old has been uncovered here 
as yet. Better Luck, which E. Tt. Bradley sold to 
Albert Simons following his thrilling defeat in the 
opening race of the year, may be better than the 
usual run of youngsters engaged in winter racing, 
as he ran a sparkling race from a poor beginning 
and ran green throughout.

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 

J. Ranch, the former American jockey who rode 
here aud abroad for many years with marked suc- 
cess, is now training horses at Oriental Park, Ha- 
vana. Cuba. 

El Sabio, veteran of twelve years, racing on 
nearly every track in the country, started in fifty 
races last year, of which lie won nine, finished sec- 
ond sixteen times, third eight times aud was un- 
placed but seventeen times, 1 



As v.as foreseen early in December the singular circumstances of two dead stallions leading the sire 
list of 1921 has been realized. Such are the post-humous records of Celt and Star Siioot. Celt is the 
leader, fifty-two of liis sons and daughters perpetuating the fame of their daddy by winning 124 races 
and $206,237. Five of them won in excess of $10,000 each, with the beautiful Touch Me Not the largest 
winner with $21,245 to his credit. In all forty-three Celts of all ages won over $1,000 each and helped 
materially in giving their departed sire the honors that few attain. Star Shoot, leader of American sires 
five times, although dead since November 19, 1919. lias still a large and noble family in our racing to 
keep bis name prominent in our turf records. Forty-four of his get won 103 races and $192,144 during 
1921. Of these Grey Lag was the largest money winner and the best three-year-olds of the year. lie won 
nine races and $63,596. The speedy Audacious was another big winner with nine victories and $34,296 
to liis credit. Georgie, Star Realm, War Mask and a host of others gave convincing evidence of the 
stoutness of the blood of the great son of Isinglass— Astrology, which has been so successful in this coun- 
try. Third on the list is McGee, the sire of the great Exterminator, fame enough in itself. Exterminator 
was again, as he has been for several years past, tiie greatest contributor to McGee’s imposing total of 
$187.6-19. Firebrand, Martha Fallon, Jouett and some forty-six others of more or less racing ability 
gave substantial aid to the great gelding. Sweep, Wrack, Broomstick, Runnymede, Fair Play and Uncle 
follow in the order named, each and al! with convincing testimony to tiie excellent qualities of their 
produce. Of the twenty leading sires of 1921 fourteen had in excess of $100,000 each to their credit in 
money won collectively by tlieir sons and daughters during the twelve months of racing, the complete 
records of which are here presented:

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Another Record Crowd Journeys 
to Oriental Park — Three Wins . 
for Jockey Scheffel. 



HAVANA, Cuba, January 8. — The C. & D. Stable 
won another stake when Riverside, the eight-year- 
old gelding by Von Tromp accounted for the Carib- 
bean Stakes of $2,500 added at the distance of a 
mile and a sixteenth. Riverside, ridden by Scheffel, 
made all tiie pace and led borne Atta Boy II. by a 
length and a half. Louis A. finished third a length 
further away. The winner set a fast pace all the 
way. running the first mile in 1:38%, and the mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:45, which is close to the track 
record. Billy Barton, making his first appearance 
here with colors up since his Dedby victory of laRt 
spring, was heavily supported and ran prominently 
part of the race, but was never dangerous at any 
stage of it, dropping back badly beaten at tiie fin- 
ish. The gross value of the stakes was $3,530, the 
winner’s portion being $2,720. 

A tremendous crowd turned out today, the attend- 
ance equaling that of New Year’s day, which 
marked a record for Oriental Park. Ideal racing 
conditions prevailed, the weather being warm and 
the track fast. 

When Ztiluland finished first in tiie last race 
it made three winning mounts for jockey Scheffel 
for the afternoon, he having had tiie mount on 
Currency, which won the second. Riverside in the 
third aud Ztiluland in the last. He also had the 
mount on Mister Jiggs, which ran second in tiie 
third race. Zululand went to the front soon after 
the start and kept the lead for the remainder of 
the race. Baby Faust and Mildred fought it out 
in the stretch drive, the latter hanging on under 
severe punishment. 

The Oriental Park gates will be closed on Mon- 
day afternon and thereafter on the remaining Mon- 
days of the meeting. This will afford horsemen 
and race track employees an opportunity to rest 
for one day during the week. 

Eleven platers, veterans of the race track, made 
lip tiie field in the opening dash. The eight-year- 
old James was the favored one in the speculation 
and liis backers made no mistake in backing him. 
after racing Dragoon into defeat entering the stretch 
James held a safe lead to the end and was never 
in danger. Felix M. was second and Golden Red 
third. 

CURRENCY ALL THE WAY. 

Favoritism in the second race was divided be- 
tween Jacobean and Currency. The former lost 
whatever chance he may have had by being bumped 
by Biil.v Boots at the sixteenth post, losing con- 
siderable ground. Currency proved to be the win- 
ner. setting the pace throughout, but tiring at the 
end and doing liis best to withstand the terrific 
closing rusli of Billy Boots. The latter would have 
won in a few more strides. 

Backed to the exclusion of the other starters in 
tiie third race Sugarmint justified the confidence 
of his admirers and won all the way. He was away 
quickly, opened iqi a commanding lead, maintained it 
throughout and was easing up at tiie end. Tivo 
long shots in Mister Jiggs and Ravensea took the 
remaining portions of tiie purse. 

'Hie fourth race brought out a field of fast 
sprinters, with The Boy anil Gtiv’nor most fancied. 
The speculation was mostly confined to this pair. 
Belle of Elizabethtown upset all calculations by 
going to t he front in the first eighth, opening up 
a big lead rounding the far turn and withstanding 
determined opposition from (iuv’nor at the eighth 
post, drew- away again and won by a safe margin. 
Sweep Clean raced in the rear at the early stages, 
but finished with a rush, beating Guv’nor by a 
head for second place. 

The T. Hoffler stable made a double when Fiycast 
came back in t he fiftli to beat Tomahoi by three 
parts of a length. The winner made all the paw. 
but had to tie ridden out all through the stretch 
to withstand determined opposition from Tomahoi. 
The latter began slowly, but finished like a shot, 
almost overtaking the leader. With a better start 
the Goldblatt racer might have won. 

The American Club Handicap, with an added 
value of $3,0(»ii, is tiie next of the stake raees to 
claim the attention of the horsemen here. It wilt 
have its renewal next Sunday. The race is for 
three-year-olds and over, at a mile and an eighth. 
The list of nominations numbers forty-seven, in- 
cluding all the higher grade handicap horses here. 

Zululand, tiie winner of the last race, was claimed 
by G. K. Alien for $1,100.
